Summary 


U.S. coal production in the week ended August 12, 
1989, as estimated by the Energy Information Ad- 
ministration, totaled nearly 20 million short tons, an 
increase of 8 percent above production in the previ- 
ous week and slightly higher than in the compar- 
able week in 1988. This is the first week since the 
week ended June 17, 1989, that coal production has 


exceeded the comparable week in 1988. Production 
East of the Mississippi totaled 12 million short tons, 
and production West of the Mississippi totaled 8 
million short tons, reflecting increases in coal pro- 
duction over the previous week of 8 percent and 9 
percent, respectively.
